CULTURE IN 
ELEVEN GULPS

■|. celebrated beer purity law, 

so ’ n honour °f nearly half a 
millennium of hoppy 
history, this week's Local List tells some 
beer truths you may not know. 

If you've ever had a 
German beer or 
two, the chances 
are you've seen the 
message on the 
bottle - brewed 
according to the 
German Purity Law 
(Reinheitsgebot) of 
1516. 

The law, declared 
by Duke of Bavaria 
Wilhelm IV, forced 
brewers to use only 
water, malt, hops and yeast in their beer - 
and is still in force 498 years later. 

More than a few customs came along with 
centuries of brewing and all things beer 
are now deeply ingrained in German 
culture. 

From the various ways to clink glasses, to 
an ingenious beery invention The Local List 
brings you 11 of Germany's greatest beer 
facts. 

It's better than wine: The history of 

German beer goes back to the Iron Age. 


Brewing was kick-started with the arrival 
of the Romans, who needed refreshment 
far from their fine wines. In the middle 
Ages the art of beer was perfected by 
monks who needed liquid lunch to get 
them through their long fasts. 

Schau mi in die Augen: For many drinkers, 
looking each other in the eye while making 
a toast is usual, but far from compulsory - 
not so when Germans share a beer. 
Superstition tells that if one knocks glasses 
without complete eye contact, the hapless 
drinkers will be cursed with seven years of 

bad sex. Schade. 

mighty malt: 

Towering over the 
British pint, the 
one-litre Bavarian 
Mali is now the 
iconic beer vessel of 
Germany. 

Traditional clay 
Malikruge were 
largely replaced 
with glass around 
the turn of the 20th 
Century, but the 
Mali was around in 
Europe long before that. It originally 
measured 1.069 litres. The round lens¬ 
shaped dips in glass mugs are called "eyes" 
and used to measure sections of the glass. 

Prost!: Anyone who has shared a beer 
with a German understands when knocking 
glasses one says "Prost" - but the origin of 
the phrase is less well known. The 
ubiquitous drinking-cry comes from the 
Latin "Prosit", meaning "may it be useful", 
and is thought to come from 18th-century 
student slang. Cheers! 






The nation's favourite: In celebration of 
the 498th snappily-titled "beer day" on 
Wednesday, Germany's five favourite beer 
brands of 2013 were revealed. They are, in 
ascending order: Veltins, Warsteiner, 
Bitburger, Krombacher and Germany's 
number one beer Oettinger, which sold 
578.4 million litres over the year. 

Four ingredients make a great beer: The 
Reinheitsgebot was enacted by Duke 
Wilhelm IV in 1516 in Ingolstadt, limiting 
recipes to water, malt, yeast and hops. 
Nearly 500 years later brewers still proudly 
PRINT "brewed by German purity laws" on 
bottles, and the German Brewers' 
Federation even 
wants the law named 
an item of World 
Cultural Heritage, 
hailing it as the 
oldest food law. 

Smack down: 

Tapping down a beer 
on the table between 
knocking glasses and 
drinking is among the 
oddest beer customs, 
and conflicting explanations abound. Some 
say the tapping down was to slosh any 
poison out of the glass; others claim it was 
to mix in grains of rice added to maintain 
the beer's foam. Another theory is revellers 
at huge medieval tables had to knock the 
tabletop with their glass to cheers their 
comrades who were seated far off. 

Smacked bottoms: WeiBbier, or wheat 
beer, is famed for its distinctive flavour 
and formidable foam, and German wheat 
beer fans have spent centuries trying to 


find the perfect way of keeping the heady 
beer's sediment properly mixed. The 
favoured method is to clink glasses at the 
bottom, rather than at the top, to shake 
the sediment up into the drink. 

Thirteen years of beers: Anyone 

visiting Oktoberfest will get a taste of the 
number of different breweries and beers 
on offer in Germany, but trying every 
single variety is a tall order. Food website 
Chefkoch.de claimed at a rate of one per 
day, trying every German beer would take 
more than 13 years. Trying Bavaria’s 4,000 
types would take almost 11 years. 

Beer-nails: Few 

groups are more 
evidently in love with 
beer than student 
fraternities - so it’s no 
surprise it was these 
boozy students who 
invented biernageln 
(beer-nails), metal 
studs on the covers of 
their books to keep 
the leather covers 
away from wet pub tables. Sadly these 
ingenious creations are not to be found in 
bookshops. 

Heavy drinking: Despite consuming a little 
less every year, Germans remain the third 
biggest beer drinkers in Europe after the 
Czechs and Austrians. The average Berliner 
drinks 105.5 litres of beer per year, enough 
to fill a BATHTUB. The national average in 
2011 was even higher at 107.6 litres, 
compared to the 71.6 litres drunk by the 
average Brit and 76.6 litres by the average 
American.

I’m sure we all know what 
logo the rope is hanging...as for our logo 
that was also designed by Jaysan... He’s 
the 5th member of PARA ELITE, but all I 
wanted on the logo was a skull, and he 
did all the rest, but that logo is very 
important to us. Thanks for the 
compliment...you guys were great as 
well. That first show was rough...we 
had CLIFF WARBY flown in and had 4 
days to get the songs arranged 
practiced play live and then record.Jt 
was a hectic schedule. Battle cry is my 
favorite song i think...l like em’ all, but 
right now I fuckin love that tune! As far 
as the 80s sound we’re all 1980s skins... 
Except cliff who is earlier...that 
geezer, hahaha!

We are looking 
forward to the upcoming debut split 
with total annihilation as well as some 
other really great offers to work with 
other bands... Can’t say who yet, but 
we are really excited. PARA ELITE is 
moving so fast! 

Right on! I couldn't agree more when writing 
music that touches base with current topics, 
and opinions that effect the our liues in this 
country that patriotic peoples want to 
address, but I'm sure you'll get heat for it 
because I feel patriotic people get the double 
standard when they want to express their 
concerns thru music political or not by 
internationalists in the punk/hardcore scene. 

for instance it's safe to be a so-called 
skinhead band and call yourself traditional or 
non-political and spout off non-sense about 
class war, working class protest, and fighting 
the "Eurocentric" system but when a 
patriotic band or person says something 
about border issues, security, national 
identity, and forced low-income housing they 
get labeled as fascists, racists, and national 
socialists by them and It's really hard to 
auoid these low-life's considering how 
attached they haue become to 80'$ and 90's 
punk/skinhead, and euen hardcore bands 
that more or less speak for patriotic peoples 
at the gigs we attend. 

It's B.S... 

I feel that there needs to be a place to go, 
haue fun, and get a release for patriotic 
bands that haue the same morals, and driue 
with a clean slate that doesn't inuolue them 
or red politics mooing forward. 


I know W.fl. works hard for this, but it hasn't 
been mentioned into depth yet. 

Ulhat is your uision for PflRfl ELITE, and what 
would you like to see happen for the bands 
that you haue worked with since you started? 

We support ya!H 

Yeah...I know singing about actual 
problems that directly affect my area 
and my standard of living, especially 
when it’s a black president (and believe 
me it’s not the color of that mother 
fuckers skin I hate) or a country that 
happens to be Mexico (again the skin 
color is not my issue with that shitty 
terrible corrupt anti American country) 
a country that's leaders are set it seems 
to undermine the American way of life 
for decades. By not addressing it's 
national problems, but instead sending 
its problems directly to us. As well as 
holding one of our marines’ captive.

Well I'm glad to hear that you're in the works 
to touch up on it because it's been a long time 
coming, and I know a lot of people that feel 
the same way about euerything ya said. 
Veah rocking out on the road is fun, but 
rough. Remember when we gigged with ya 
during the White flag down tour? I got my ass 




kicked, but I think I'ue learned from it. I'm 
doing much better on the vocal cords these 
dags. 

I feel like gou'ue improved, and are more 
flexible with Para Elite so keep it up. If all 
goes well with this issue I'll hit ga up for 
updates and bits of the band in the future for 
other issues. 

Angthing else to add? Put it out there! 

Yeah... It was a good, but really hard 
road trip. We didn't really hang out 
much, but now I kinda wish we woulda. 

I was tired and cranky...Haha. I can tell 
you've gotten better, and thanks. Every 
year I try to improve my vocals, but I 
ain't a real good singer so I use what I 
got. Yeah! Will do! 

Ha better then Lee ha ha ha. Veah shows are 
fun, but nothing beats a night out with 
friends drinking 30 cases of German lager, 
and Ilewcastle listening to tunes in a flat. 
Well leave the readers with a cliff hanger, fill 
next round - Cheers big ears. 








Ah MOUNSEY FROM ENGLAND 



Tell us about Kid Slugger, Punishment block, 
and this Thames boat trip you haue planned 
in September? Also tell us a bit about your 
background. 

I turned 
skinhead in 
1978/79 when I 
was 14 years 
old. Most kids I 
knew were 
punks, but I 
had older 
family thay 
were 

skinheads and 
I always 
admired the 
ssed and to be 
honest the way people feared 
skinheads lol I was part of the East 
London / Essex Firm , most of our 
little firm made up Skrewdriver 
Security and one of my pals was the 
only S.S. picked by Ian personally and 
also the youngest ever to work with the 
band as security , so after a couple of 
years of being on the edges I finally got 
a security shirt and I worked with the 
band for a couple of years. Also in the 
mid-1980s I shared a flat with Big Merv 


Shields Skrewdrivers bass player so I 
became good mates with Ian and the 
rest of the Skrewdriver Firm. I knew Ian 
already from hanging round Micky 
French's Last Resort clothes shop in the 
East End, I was with Skrewdriver from 
the birth of the original Blood and 
Honour in 1987 after Ian left the NFs 
white noise club after getting tired of 
the money the band made being spent 
on the leaders life styles and not put 
into breaking new wp bands or 
recording new stuff from the bands 
they had already. I would just like to 
point out Ian Stuart could have been a 
very wealthy man from Skrewdriver but 
chose to put everything back into 28 as 
he was the most committed nationalist 
I’ve ever met! 

Enough of the past now I’m starting to 
feel old ha ha ha 

In October 2008 my youngest daughter 
was born on Halloween Kid Slugger she 
was a perfectly normal little girl till she 
was 18 months old then things came to 
a grinding halt, she was diagnosed as 
having a condition called Rett 
Syndrome ...to be perfectly honest it 
destroyed me and my wife as no parent 
wants to hear that one of their kids has 
something wrong with em, I never been 
a charitable sort of geezer, never really 
had much reason to be! but Rett 
Syndrome has a couple of charity's that 
make money to research a cure and 
both charities are badly underfunded , 
so i started thinking of ways I could 
raise money for the charity’s , having a 
few good friends with in the 'real' Oi! 
Scene I thought of putting a one off gig 
on, so one night I put a post on 
Facebook asking for some help in 
putting a charity gig on, went to bed 
and got up the following day to a inbox 
full of messages and the original wall 














Post with a hundred answers lol but I 
got offered help from Nick F who owns 
the legendary Bridgehouse 2 venue in 
West ham ...Nick is also Last Orders 
manager he offered me the 
Bridgehouse free of charge for the gig 
and also offered Last Orders as a band 
for the gig , I got offers of help from 
Code 1 , Queensbury Rules, Citizen 
Keyne , Hooligan UK , StreetPunk 
Drunks , AKK , Flathead FH33 and 
Pressure 28 also offers of help from 
Franky Flame , Chumley from the 
Australian band T.H.U.G. as we have 
known each other for over 28 years , 
we set a date for the 15th of February 
2014 and decided to name the 
show Oi! The Massacre 
as it was so close to 
valentine’s day lol This 
was all in October 2013 
and in the meantime 
the venue The 
Bridgehouse 2 lost its 
license after an 
accident involving a 
patron falling down a 
flight of stairs and 
loosing his life, But 
Nick from the BH2 
said not to worry as 
he had another 3 
venues we could use, 

The Harvest Home pub 
was already on the map as a skinhead 
/Oi! Friendly pub and had had 
numerous bands and gigs held there 
was chosen it’s in Luton which is 25 
miles from London, in the meantime 
friends had been offering help so we 
decided to start Kid Slugger and 
Punishment Block productions, one of 
my oldest friends jumped straight in 
and started the ball rolling and within : 
days we had a core of 15 people all 
working as one! I would just like to 
thank the 16 2 now cause without em’ 
none of this would of happened so a 
massive thanks to Paul and Sam 



Donnelly, Nazi Rob and Elaine 
Littlemore , Cecil and Maxine Crow , 
Ausi John and Jackie Child , Chad , 
Monti and Lynda , Nick and Will from 
BH2 , Devon Steve Slaz and Karen , 
Kev Gough , AWOL Dave Mac , Ray and 
Anrea and all their staff at the 
Harvest Home , Alan and Sharon , and 
Punishment Blocks Security and Road 
Crew and all the good hearted people 
that make the effort to attend our 
shows without them we would be 
nothing , The Original Skinhead Boat 
Trip was organised by Peter Crane of 
Skinhead Productions in 1986 and was 
never repeated , so just for a bit of 
fun I suggested putting another boat 
trip on Imao and 
the response 
was mental, We 
found a boat hire 
company booked a 
party craft and 
decided on the 3 
best bands on the 
scene to play 
it Pressure 28 , 
Flathead FH33 and 
Last Orders and 
the date is the 6th 
September 2014 and 
is already sold out!! 
Well probably all get 
arrested on the 
Thames under some 
ancient piracy act pmsl but what a day 
out this will be Skinhead history in the 
making! Unlike most promotions 
Punishment Block has and ever will 
about Personal gain or glory if you want 
that I suggest you befriend the king of 
the Skinheads at his great shithead 
reunion a dress up clowns’ day out! Lol, 
we have an album coming out in the 
next 6 weeks which is a comp to make 
more funds for a cure for Rett 
Syndrome, the comp will be released 
on our own label Punishment Block 
Records but in Partnership with Hostile 
Class Productions 




Bands on the comp are as follows: Pressure 28 , Last Orders, Flathead FH33 , Wits 
DeadEnd , Evil Inside, Battle Cry , Queensbury Rules, Headcase , Code 1 , The 
ubertones, Citizen Keyne , Section Saint Laurent, voice of the Patriot, Bakers Dozen, 
and a few more I can’t think of lol and that’s about as much as I can tell you for now. 
A big thanks to all the people who have supported 16 2, Brenda Atkinson, Vicky 
Pearson, and 100% British Oi! You are the people and watch out for more gigs in 
October 2014 and in January 2015. We have the internet sensation that are blowing 
holes into the Oi skinhead scene TrollFront; Pitbull Farm and Last Orders playing a one 

off gig. Thanks for the support. 

Ha yeah I just read the Trollfront interview. Damn nilbogs (Troll the movie) ha. I came across half 
those wackos mentioned by the trollfront so I laughed. I guess my bandmates set up a gig with them 
down-state in the future so lets see how that pans out.

INTERVIEW WITH ANNETTE FROM 


PAGANS UNITE 



Tommy launched Pagans United because he 
had a vision to run a page that honored 
heathens who worshiped pre-Christian gods 
whether it is Celtic gods, Norse, Slavic, and 
Teutonic and even works to do posts for 
Wiccans. He sees a common thread for all 
us pagans and feels that we should all find 
fellowship among the various schools of 
thought. Tommy asked Doc to join as he 
finds his posts inspirational and he asked 
me to join to give him a hand. Tommy is a 
Universalist Heathen whose experience in 
the pagan faith goes way back as he was 
raised a pagan. His is a unique perspective 

that has observed the traditions of 
Wiccans, Native American spirituality and 
the ancient gods and culture of the Anglo 
Saxons. I converted to Heathenism about 4 
years ago due to do personal experiences I 
couldn’t explain and started my period of 
mental cleansing to fully embrace our 
pagan faith for what it is and not what I 
wanted it to be. I was an agnostic before 
then. As of today, I'm a Folk Heathen who 
bases my faith on the traditions of ancient 
Norway and Denmark as that are where 
most of my ancient ancestors came from. 

Although Universalists and Folkish 
Heathens continue to have their 


differences, Tommy, Doc and I work for 
the greater good to bring different schools 
of thought to the page to keep it 3 
dimensional. We strive to look for 
legitimate, original works, schools of 
thought and the latest in archaeological 
finds to keep fellow pagans constantly 
thinking, searching and learning more 
about their pagan ancestral past. 

In a nut shell, paganism means everything. 
Non pagan’s faith just doesn’t fill the gaps 
that paganism does. It's extremely old, 
respectful to the natural world and the 
Gods have been waiting for a very long 
time to reconnect with us to help us 
understand who we are and how we fit into 
the world around us. I know we are not 
alone when I say, Pagans often feel like 
that message is lacking in modern society 
so we turn to the past and peel back the 
layers of time to find a more true and 
more humble path.

Right on Annette. Loue what you guys are doing 
by breathing life into the old religions of the 
world. Vou said you base your faith on the 
traditions of ancient florway and Denmark so tell 
us your favorite stories and inspirations from this 
part of the world? my favorite story that I heard 
from word of mouth was about the courage of 
Diking women that happened in north America. It 
was said that Diking party settled in an unknown 
location on north America where they were taken 
in by a group of natives. It was said that they got 
along, and decided to trade goods; The Diking’s 
offered up pork, and milk, and in return the 
natives offered fruits, and potions; however the 
natives oblivious that they lactose intolerant got 
sick, and blamed the Dikings for deliberately 








poising them so their tribes planned an attach on 
the Diking settlers. As they attached - the Uihings 
heauily outnumbered and confused fled bach to 
boats, but the women in their band had other 
plans, and told the men that they were weah, and 
that is was not only their honor to fight bach, but 
it was theirs as well, and that they would mahe a 
stand. This got the men bach into shape and they 
carried on. Uictory or Ualhalla Haha 

Well right now I’m researching into Earl 
Hakon...said to be a descendant of my 
main patron, Skadi the goddess of winter 
(Referred to as Thor Gerd)...his story is 
amazing. He faced so much adversity and 
hostility as he worked against Christian 
kings and outside influences to keep 
Norway pagan...he even defeated a Danish 
naval fleet and witnesses from that fleet 
swore they saw the goddess Skadi appear 
on the deck of Hakon's ship when she 
rained down hail on them. It's just amazing 
stuff and I’ve had to work from several 
sources to get the full picture...I'm still 
working on that research. My other favorite 
is an even earlier story of King Hading who 
became a great Danish king with the help 
of Odin himself...toward the end of his 
reign; he hung himself for Odin as a final 
sacrifice for all his help. 

Ha, sounds like your research is paying off 
because that's a cool story, fauorite boohs, 
documentaries, and monies on the subject 
matter? 

I’ve always loved a good Viking movie. 
When I was in high school, I fell madly in 
love with the 13th Warrior and spent 25 
bucks to buy the VHS from a mall who 
happened to carry one copy. LMAO I 
haven’t seen many documentaries that 
haven’t bored me to death. HA HA Books? 
Books are the place to be. Our Troth Vol 1 
and 2 has proven to be an endless base 


point for me to back track history and lore 
as those books detail lots of useful 
information and give you sources to 
continue on to learn more about whatever 
you are asking yourself about. "History of 
the Kings of Norway" has become my new 
favorite as its history told through sagas. I 
know Tommy is a big fan of the show 
Vikings as am I and he’s been doing a lot of 
research into Anglo Saxon traditions. He’s 
got a book called Gods, Heroes £t Kings 
that he references from his library. 

Hell yeah I'm going to chech out that stuff. I'm 
going to jet on this interuiew for now but I'll come 
bach to you if I do a follow up issue. Any last 
words and thanhs again.

It's a combination of reasons though: the 
downloading, a new fiscal law put in place 
to fight the effect of the crisis but which 
means that if I would close Pure Impact in 
a year or 2, it would cost a lot more, then I 
also don't feel like working 18 hours per 
day anymore, and I had a mini-burnout 
earlier this year which kept me grounded 
for 2 months. I think I'll just continue with 
1 job and concentrate on that one. 

It's time for a private life, proper holidays, 


and girlfriend not just working 24/7 
anymore. No big plans, just living and 
having more time to enjoy it. 

Without a doubt your fanzine and mail-order haue 
kept the true skinhead movement aliue. What 
aduice mould you like to share for people that 
want to? 

Honestly I wouldn't advise anyone to do it 
now. It has become very hard to keep a 
label / distro going, especially when doing 
it legally, and with all the costs that come 
with that. All the downloading has made it 
really difficult for everyone and most 
labels are struggling to stay afloat. If you 
do it, do it because you love the music and 
want to do something constructive for the 
scene. Don't think of it as the perfect 
retirement plan.

SCENE REPORT

Ok so you want to describe current scene 
in our country, Czech Republic. So there is 
some kind of Oi! Scene in each bigger city 
(capital Prague, Brno, Pilsen, etc...). The 
scene is much much divided. There is PC 
skin scene followed by most people and 
some kind of our scene which is smaller 
(hundreds of people together) but we are 
real friends and we are visiting each other 
on smaller actions. So I will speak about 
our scene. There are bunch of friends 
around Lion's Roar Crew and UTG who are 
organizing gigs of abroad bands 
(Condemned 84, On File, Legitime Violence 
to mention some bigger bands plus many 
local gigs with bands from Germany or 
Poland). There is also Bootboys are Back 
festival which is at the end of August each 
year and Street kids Party which take place 
in Brno city every June. Now to the bands 
there is band from Brno city Operace 
Artaban which is playing since 1997 and 
they have released 7 CD's yet and one 
vinyl, next band is The Riot which is 


playing since 2000 and they have 3 CD's 
and one vinyl. From the other part of the 
country comes Pilsener Oiquell (they came 
from Pilsen, the capital of beer - just ask 
Mathew how he like it ;) but they have a 
break now (drummer is abroad and bass 
player is pregnant). From the same area 
comes streetpunk band Neparkovat Vjezd 
which are preparing split CD/LP with their 
friends punx from Normals!? (who are 
playing live cover song from The Protest 
called Fuck the RASH). Normals!? came 
from Prague and they have two regular 
albums and one split CD/LP with German 
band Spy Kids which see the light of day 
after the gig in Prague where both bands 
played and which was organized by Lion's 
Roar Crew. There is brand new band from 
Prague called Orthodox. They are going to 
studio to record debut album this autumn. 
They played circa 3 gigs with Brazilian 
band Bronco Army (organized again by 
Lion's Roar Crew) and on Streetkids Party. 
There are also some people who are 
running online or printed zines, so me 
personally running Backstreet Battalion 
(www.backstreetbattalion.com) which is 
on the web since 2006, and then a friend 
of mine runs Lone Rider webzine 
( www.lonerider.skinhead.cz ). There were 
some printed zines like Boots and Braces 
which become online zine but they have 
break now I think. Czech scene is specific 
in their friendship with Slovakia scene 
because the countries were connected till 
1993. So there are some Slovakian bands 
who play often there like Zaciatok Konca, 
Incident or Ani Krok Spat (which have a 
break also now). There is printed zine 
called Real Enemy run by friend of mine 
and he has released 15 issues yet I think. 
Also there is some skinhead shops, so most 
famous Bulldog Empire in Prague, Hardset 











shop in Brno (which has their own streetwear and tattoo studio and is run by the bass player 
from Operace Artaban) and Tattoo Rock Shop in Pilsen which is run by singer of Pilsner 
Oiquell. There are also some record labels...the most important are 4Subculture Records 
which is releasing foreign bands on CD's and its sister Vinyl 4 Bootboys which is releasing vinyl 
stuff in limited editions. Other records companies are Bulldog Empire (which has a break now 
and which focused on local bands) and Rabiat Records (again run by bass player of Operace 
Artaban and again it is label for local bands). If you have any questions about anything do not 
hesitate and write me on redakce@backstreetbattalion.com ) and I will help you or if you will 
visit Prague we can have some beers together (like with Matthew).

DID Till!; VIKINGS 



One piece of historical evidence says 
yes, at least the Swedish Vikings who 
raided and traded through Russia 
probably did. An Arab writer, Ibn 
Fadlan, was sent by the Caliph of 
Baghdad on a diplomatic mission to the 
Bulgars in the Middle Volga area of 
Russia. While there in A.D. 921, Ibn 
Fadlan met a people called the Rus, 
Swedish Viking traders, who had brought 
slaves to sell at the markets. 

Ibn Fadlan describes the Rus and at one 
point he mentioned that all the men 
were tattooed from the tips of their 
fingers to their necks. The tattoos were 
dark green figures of trees and symbols. 
It is likely, however, that the tattoos 
were probably dark blue, a color that 
comes from using wood ash to dye the 
skin. While Ibn Fadlan describes the 
tattoos as trees, he could have see the 
Vikings trademark gripping beast or

other knotwork patterns of which the 
Vikings were fond. 

“I have seen the Rus as they came on 
their merchant journeys and encamped 
by the Volga. I have never seen more 
perfect physical specimens, tall as date 
palms, blonde and ruddy; they wear 
neither tunics nor caftans, but the men 
wear a garment which covers one side of 
the body and leaves a hand free.” 

“Each man has an axe, a sword, and a 
knife and keeps each by him at all times. 
The swords are broad and grooved, of 
Frankish sort. Every man is tatooed from 
finger nails to neck with dark green (or 
green or blue-black) trees, figures, 
etc.” 

The pattern that Fadlan described as 
being trees, is probably more likely to 
be the typical knot pattern that was 
common in Scandinavia and England. 
This knot work is also common in 
modern Celtic design tattoos . 

This is evidence on which to state 
categorically that Vikings tattooed 
themselves. The Arabic word used in the 
original text for “tattoo” was more 
commonly used to describe mosque 
decorations rather than actual tattoos. 
Also, tattoos are not mentioned in any 
of the sagas or poetry, although these 
literary works describe many other 
physical characteristics such as scars or 
hair color. 







Unfortunately, human skin does not 
survive centuries of burial. However, a 
Scythian chieftain was found in Siberia 
who had been buried circa 500 B.C. He 
had been buried beneath the 
permafrost, so his skin and tattoos 
survived. While this find predates Viking 
traders in Russia by 1300 years, it is 
possible that Vikings could have met the 
descendants of the Scythians while on 
trading missions in Russia and learned 
the tattooing art from them. The 
Scythian warrior’s tattoos had Scythian 
art styles, of course. If Vikings did have 
tattoos, it is likely they would have used 
Norse designs and symbols found in their 
other artwork on bone carvings or 
jewelry. 

Many tattoo artists have designed Viking 
tattoos, 

which can be easily found in many 
places on the Web. Popular Viking 
tattoos include the compass tattoo, 
called the Vegvisir. This symbol is not 
from the Viking Age, however; it dates 
to the 17th century, from an Icelandic 
book on magic. Another popular Viking 
design for a tattoo is the Helm of Awe or 
aegishjalmur. This symbol allows the 
wearer to strike his enemies with fear 
and confusion. It is also thought to grant 
magical powers to its wearer. 

Now moving on to the Celtic people 

The Celts were a tribal people who 
moved across Western Europe between 
C.1200 and 700 BC. They reached the 
British Isles around 400 BC and most of 
what has survived from their culture is 


in the areas now known as Ireland, 
Wales and Scotland. 

The Celtic culture celebrated body art 
and permanent body painting was done 
with woad, which left a blue design on 
the skin. Spirals were a common motif 
and appeared single, doubled or tripled. 
Knot work is probably the most 
recognized form of Celtic art, with lines 
forming complex braids which weave 
across themselves. Celtic knots 
symbolize the connections in life and 
the step or key patterns, like those 
found in early labyrinth designs, can be 
seen both in simple borders and full 
complex mazes. Designs are symbolic of 
the various paths that life’s journey can 
take. 

In his 1925 book, THE HISTORY OF 
TATTOOING AND IT’S SIGNIFICANCE, 
W.D. Hambly wrote, “It seems clear that 
the Piets tattooed by puncture and that 
animals were the chief subject 
portrayed. The forms of beast, birds, 
and fish which the Cruithnae, or Piets 
tattooed on their bodies may have been 
totem marks. Certain marks on faces of 
Gualish coins seem to be tattoo marks. 
Tattooing by puncture was possibly 
known among such Gualish tribes as 
Ambiani, Baiocasses and Caletes. The 
markings of Piets is historically 
important in showing the advances of 
tattoo by puncture to an extreme 
northerly point of Great Britain before 
the Christian era.” 











The Piets were known to have existed 
from about 7000BC until about the year 
845 AD. 

The Romans referred to them in Latin as 
“Pictii”, which translates as “The 
Painted Ones”. This was in reference to 
the elaborate tribal tattoos with which 
the Piets decorated their entire bodies. 
In the third century AD, Herod of 
Antioch, wrote: “the Britons incise on 
their bodies colored pictures of animals, 
of which they are very proud.”ln the 
seventh century AD, St. Isidore of Seville 
reported that: 

The Scots derive their name in their own 
language from their painted bodies, 
because these are marked with various 
designs by being pricked with iron 
needles with ink on them and the Piets 
also are thus named because of the 
absurd marks produced on their bodies 
by craftsmen with tiny pinpricks and 
juice extracted from local grasses. 

Early Britons used tattoos in 
ceremonies. The Danes, Norse, and 
Saxons tattooed family crests (a 
tradition still practiced today). 

Germany has a long history of body 
decoration. In 1988, a carved figure was 
found in a cave at Hohlenstein-Stadel, in 
Germany and was carbon-dated to 
32,000 years old. The body had thin lines 
running across the upper arm.
